‘When the reader reflects, that _or the
rentest prodigtion wo must have the very
soll, in the best condition, and furnish-
ed with asufficient amount of those constit-
uents which enter into the formation of the
plant, he will perceive at n glance what a
tield for improvement we lave, befote we
can sy that our cultivated lands are in «
state of tillage. Take the best lot of
virgin soil, abounding with all the elements
which sustain a vigorous forest growth, clear
it, and subdue its natural wildness by the
plowshare, and the very process of calture
usually adopted, independent of the ex-
hausting routine of production iuduiged in,
nets detrimentaliy, and in a few years its
tilth is d + It may be light and po-
rus, when first subjected to the plow, Lut
the process of repeated cultivation, by im-
proper implements, with .the loss of veget-
matter, lessen sthe bulk of soil, and it
becomes bard, dry and non absorbent, a
stale entirely uncongenial to the produc-
tion of crops, aud the processes of easy til-

Another fruitful eause of change in the
texture of soiis is, that assoon ns the roots
of the trees are destroyed their cavities are
filled up by cultivation, and natural drain-
age is obstrueted, ©

Lands which were sufficiently dry for all
the purposes of cultivation when first cloar-
ed, from theso causes become Loo wet, aud
the stagnant water soun causes the tena.
cious particles in the soil to ron together,
forming an underlying hard pan, which can
be aubsuc‘d only by proper under draining,
and in some localities by sub-soiling. Na-
ture so arranges all Ler requiroments, that
‘there ia always a perfect and congenial
adaptation of soil to the “particular plant
and loenlity which is to produce it, and
from this cause the productions of the earth,
in & completely natural state, ara always
perfect. The swamps nnd the valleys, the
hills and the mountauins, ench havo families
of trees and plauts ndapted to the produc-
tive elements which their soils contain, as
well as to the particular state of dampncss
or aridity which may obtain. Those pro-
ductions which delight in aridity are never
found in damp and inundated Joeations,
and vice versa wiih aquatic plants,

Theee facts from nature are suflicient to
show with clearness, that when man at-
tempts to adupt the soil (o the various pro-
ducts grown on cultivated lands, Lie has
rauch wmore to do, to render this operation
perfect, thun is usually effected by the or
dinary processes of tillage resorted to. FEx-
haustion, and its injurious effects upon the
aggregata products of a conntry, so prejudi-
cial to permanent prosperity, is but & see-

experitnents to show that a proper propara-
tion of the soil, would in a great measure
counteract allthe inconveniences which re-
sult both from a deficiency and an excers
of rain to growing crops. Substantisl
depth of sil, would retuin all the moisture
which fell, and give it out Lo the plants as
it was needed. What ammonia was not
required by the production of the crop,.or
subjected to the dissipating lnws of evapo-
ration, would alsv be retained and inerens.
ed fertility to the soil would be the result,
In rainy seasons, sueh as whoen the ex-
cessive moisture is ruinous to growing crops
on slillow soils by reason of the imperfect
drainage, this moisture is precipitated be-
low the roots of the plants, and its injuri-
ous effects not experienced. By depth of
soil we cure two disasters most dotrimental
to growing erops, and at the same time add
vastly increased eapacity lo the soil, for
the approprintion of those elements which
slone ean natuzally perpetnate fertilfty,  1I¢
we teccive benefits from these, how much
mere are we benelitted from other ecanses?
The ease with which the tillage of the crop
is carried on, a complete exemption from
the washing of the soil, and the vast in-
crease of produnetion, ara item= not to be
regarded in a trivial light,  Added to these
the fact that proper tillage would require
less landd, less capital, and less labor, after
the primary preparation, and it is a clear
problem that our system of agricultural op-
atations, though seemingly remunerative,
must in the end result in disaster and ruin,
if persevered in.  We have much to say
u on this subject, but must defer further
reflections to a future day,

extensively grown. In four years the t:l'ga
becomes impervious to man or beast. One
furwer on the Illinois praities has contract-
ed for one hundred miles of hedge, nnd it
is anticipated that in a very fow vears the
western prairies will be intersected in all di-
reétions with hedges of this shrub, greatly
enhancing their value and beauty.
